SURVEYS. 


Messrs. Geo. A: Simpson, Walter Beatty and 
David Beatty, Dominion Land Surveyors, ar- 
rived by the Northcote with a very large outfit 
of supplies. They have contracts of town- 
ship and section surveying in the Edmonton 
district that will probably keep them employed 
until next January, when they expect further 
work that will last for two years. They will 
hire their working force here, and will com- 
mence business at once in the immediate vi- 
cinity of Edmonton. The district to be sur- 
veyei extends from about the 114th meridian, 
near the Indian reserve at Riviere Qui Barre, 
on the west to fifteen miles below Ft. Sas- 
katchewan on the east, and will be about 
eight townships in width. The more broken 
parts of the district, such as the Beaver Hills, 
will not be included. The old 14th base 
line is of no further use as the change in the 
form of the townships leaves it out of place. 
The stakes on it will be pulled up so as not to 
mislead people. Messrs. Ad. and George 
Beatty, brothers of the two who have already 
arrived, are expected shortly and will take part 
in the work. They are coming overland with 
teams and farming outfits. Mr. Simpson also 

has Messrs. Shaw, Jellet and Bozue coming 
overland with teams aad farming outfit. 

Mr. Michael Deane, who will survey the 
river lots in the district is expected to be 
here inside of a coudie of weeks. He is com- 
ing overlané and was at Fiat Creek six weeks 
ago. It is thought that he, with a resident to 
be appointed, will constitute a commission to 
take evidence in cases of disputed claims.

The Princess ar- 
rived on her first trip at the Rapids from 
Colville Laading on the 14th with 100 tors of 
freight and 47 passengers, and towing a barge 
with 250 tons of freight aboard. Shortly after 
she got in a heavy storm came up which 
would inevitably have wrechod her had she 
been out on the lake. She left on the 17th to 
bring the steamer North-West across Lake 
Winnipeg on her next trip, and took Chief 
Factor Fortescue, of York Factory, on his 
way tothe H.B.Co. council at Carlton, by a 
roundabout course, and Flett, a free trader 
from Cumberland, with his winter's trade of 


‘fur which he had brought to the Rapids in a 
York boat.

The Northcote loaded 200 tons of freight, 
took on all the passengers, who were mostly 
for Prince Albert and Edmonton, and started 
upon the 18th of June. She passed the 
Chimehowen rapids on the same day, the Pas 
on the 21st, Nipwahen rapids on the 22ad, 
Fort alaCorne and the Forks on the 23rd, 
Cole’s Falls on the 24th, Prince Albert on the 
25th, Carlton on the 20th, the Elbow on the 
27th, Battleford on the 28th, Fort Pitt on the 
29th, Moose Creek Rapid ou the 30th, Snake 
Hills and Crooked Rapids, Victoriaand mouth 
of Vermillion Creek on the Ist of July, and 
Ft. Saskatchewan at 7 o'clock on the morning 
of the 2nd, taking 14 1-2 days on the up trip, 
the shortest time in which it has been made. 
The Cole’s Falls which sometimes occupy four 
days, were got over ina day and a half. 
Avout hali the passengers got off ac Prince 
Albert, and a large quantity of freight was 
landed there; 100 packages of the machinery 
for the Athabasca boat were left at Carlton 
to go in by the Long Portage route,and Capt. 
Dawson, the officer who is to establish a 
British observatory at Ft. Rae, within the 
Arctie circle, got off there, also an English 
Church missionary bound for PeacefRiver. The 
boat met Mr.R.Hardisty and Mr W. McKay of 
Fort Pitt, two miles below Battleford on the 
27th. 

Sunday afternoon and eveniag were occu- 
pied in unloading and she left about 7 o’clock 
on Tuesday morning.

SUDDEN DEATH. 

On Sun lay morning last Mr. Thomas Wright 
of the south side, rode to his neighbor, Mr. 
R. McKeanan’s bouse, wo get a pound of 
butter. He got off his horse, and sat down 
outside the house. After chatting a while, 
apparently in the best of health, he was offered 
a drink of milk,which he accepted. After tak- 
ing a couple of moderate drinks, he kept chat- 
ting with Mr. McKernan who was sitting be 
side bim. He stopped suddenly and Mr. Me- 
Kernan turning around saw that he was falling 
over ina fit. Seizing him in his arms he car- 
ried him into the house, laid him on the bed 
and began rubbing his hands and wetting his 
lips, but withoutavail. He was dead, without 
having made a struggle or uttered a sound, 
within three minutes from the time he took 
the fit. The doctor was sent for immediately. 
He thought that the death was caused by 
heart disease, to which the deceased was sub- 
ject. The day before he had ridden his own 
horse in the three heats of the quarter mile 
race and in the consolation race and it is sup- 
posed that the excitement was too much for 
him. 

The decease was of English birth and was 
about 28 years of age. His relatives lve in 
Toronto. He came here last fall with Simp- 
son’s survey purty, but left it during the wint- 
er and started farming on his own account. 
Be sold one place this spring to Mr. Predin 
for 2600 and at once took up another, on which 
he put in some crop and made considerable 
improvements. Ie was getting along very 
well, having four horses and a good farming 
outfit, besides nearly $400 in cash, which he 
had on his person when he died. His affairs 
have been taken charge of by Mr. A. DB. Pat- 
ton, until his relatives can be commnaicated 
with. Although he had not been here long 
he was well liked, being of an unassuming as 
wa.l as of a cheerful and kindly disposition. 

The body remained at Mr. McKernan’s until 
the funeral which took piace on Monday after- 
noon. The burial was in the graveyard of 
the Methodist Church, Rev. Mr. Baird read 
the service and delivered a short address in 
the church. Hespoke in kindly terms of the 
dead man, and pointed out that such occur- 
rences as this were sharp warnings to ail— 
even the youngest and strongest—to be pre- 
pared.

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Now that the tide of immigration has fairly 
ect in towards the North-West and the advan- 
tages of each particular district are be- 
ing discussed anxiously by intending 
setticrs , a8 Edmonton is the farthest west 
of ailand the most difficult of access, and as 
many other excellent settlements have to be 
parwed before Edmonton is reached, at each 
of which every argument will be used to in- 
duce the immigrant to remain there, it may 
not beoul of place to etate in as few words as 
possible the natural advantages of this dis- 


trict, leaving the intending § settler to 
make his own comparisons and draw 
his own conclusions. The bad points of the 


place have from time to time been published 
far and wide, and we now may be excused 
for saying a little in our own behalf, so that 
we may be relieved from the suspicion of Ju- 
nacy which parties reading those reports 
Must entertain in regard to us who have de- 
liberately chosen to live in such a backward 
aod poverty stricken place, aud do not pro- 
pos. tw leove it. 

The Edmonton district proper is a strip ot 
coumry «xtondcing along the Saskatenewan 
from about the mouth of the Upper White 
Mad to the mouth of the Veruillion Creek, 
between eighty and one hundred miles in 
lest! i fromthe Beaver and Boar Hills 
on th side of the river to the forest 
line on tue north, a width of from ten to fifty 
tiles. The town of Edmonton is situated on 
the river about the centre of this region, 
where t wilth is greatest, and settlements 
are scattered over the whole of it, with ato 
tal population of abouc 1.500. 

The suriace of the country 1s level with 
sulliadent slope to give good drainage and is 
net broken into staall hills and hoilows like 
the greater part of the plains. Th: district, 
being “uixel timber and prairie land with a 
few creeks, lakes and gentle rises of ground 
eyes it the appearance of a landscape in 
carton Canada while parts of the ranges of 
low, wooded bills which bound the region on 
each «le, are always in view.

There are n> 
alkali lakes, or ponds, but many fresh water 
ones and very many sal! and large creeks in 
Which fish are caught. Well water is zot at 
from 20 to 59 feet, and ix generaliy, though 
hot always, of zood qualitv. The water in 
the ill ponds, although good in summer is 
bad in the middle of winuer when the ice is 
thick, but steck drink it and the ive when 
tieited is perfectly good for household use. 

There is suflicient timber for fire ood, 
fencing and ordinary building Purposes, scat- 
tered over the district to jast a numerous 
powulation for many years, while the hills on 
the south aud the great forest on the north 
have supp ies more than sufficient for all time. 
Borides Unis on the Saskatchewan, above W hite 
Mud, is the largest supply of sawing timber in 
the country, both spruce and poplar, and the 
river afords a realy means by which it can 
be procured and distributed through the heart 
of the settlement. 

The soil is generally a vegetable mould av- 
eraging two feet deep, resting on a light vel- 
low c.ay subsoil, and can be worked with the 
greatest ease. It never becomes hari. There 
area few places, generally near the river 
bank, where sand can be got and others where 
there are a few limestone boulders, but asa 


‘ general thing the land is clear of sand and 


stones, 

Heavy crops of hay—mixed grass and pea 
vine—can be cut on the uplands, unless in 
very dry years, and in those years heavy crops 
of swamp grass can be secured. The upland 
hay when well cured is equal to the best tim- 
othy but is more difficult to cure properly than 
the swamp hay. The summer pasturage is 
unequalled in the world. 

Barley grows as rank as weeds, and there is 
rye at this date that is four feet six inches 
high. Potatoes planted on the 27th of May 
are in blossom now. Wheat, for the last two 
years has been a partial failure, owing to con- 
tinued wet weather keeping it from risxening 
until the frost caught it in the fall, but in 
previous seasons, for yield and quality it was 
unsurpassed and from present appearances 
this season Will equal if not surpass anything 
that has been seen yet. 

Strawberries, raspberries, high and low 
bush cranberries, saskatoon berries, blue ber- 
ries, gooseberries, black and red cherries, 
black currants, and many other kinds of smali 
fruitsabound. Hops are not native, but 
grow luxuriantly wherever planted and the 
most common flower is the wild rose. 

The climate is not so equable as that of 
Manitoba, nor so changeable as that of Bow 
River. The thermometer sometimes goes as 
low as in Manitoba, bu* cold spells Go not last 
as long, seldom more than three days ora 
week ata time. Then the west, or Chiaook 
wind, blowing throagh the Jasper Pass, which 
is direcily west of Edmonton, brings mila 
weather, but seldom or never an actual thaw. 
It is remarkable that although this wird may 
ereatly reauce che depth of the snow, it causes 
ao Water, aad when it ceases and everything 
freezes up again no crust is formed on the 
snow. For this reason, although the country 
is not very hilly, horses cnn winter out with 
safety, and cattle can remaia Out most of the 
winter. Spring generally opens earlier and 
fali closes later than in Manitoba. The sum- 
mer has about the same heat, with the same 
average rainfall—that is, -ometjmes there is 
a deluge, sometimes no rain, and sometimes 
just enough. In any case the crops never 
suffer from lack of nvisture. 

Coal beds underlie the whole region ata 
depth of trom fifty to a hundred feet, and ap- 
pearin the banks of the river and several of 
the creeks. Iron stoue overlays the coal 
everywhere. Limestone boulders are found 
along the banks of the streams and quarries of 
the same mineral as well as of freestone are 
said to exist up the river. Good wages have 
been made at washing gold out of the gravel 
bars of the river for many years, and still 
there is plenty lefi, but the returns are not 
sufficiently good now vo tempt many to en- 
gage in the business. 

Trails irom the south and east going to the 
north and west cross at Edmonton, but all 
are very bad except in dry seasons 
river, however, is navigable in high water at 
least to Edmonton for the largest steamers. 
in fact the navigation is betcer from Moose 
Creek to Edmonton than it is below that point 
where it is much larger. Now that plenty of 
steamers are likely to be put on, Edmonton 
is as accessible from the east asany other part 
of the territories. 

The grasshoppers have never visited this 
region. They breed in the hot, Sandy soil 
of the southern plains and the rank growth 
and black soft soil of Edmonton is not suited 
tothem. There is a stretch of about 100 
miles of partially weoded country with black

of the Beaver and Bear Hills, between them

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which, with the well timbered hills mentioned 
forms a barrier that bas always protected 
this district from their terrible visits, 

Taese are the considerations which induced 
people to settle here long ago, to isolate them.
